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FROM THE CHAIRMAN AND PRESIDENT 


2004 WAS A GREAT YEAR FOR 
THE FIELD MUSEUM! 


Revenues grew 14 percent to 

$61.5 million. We operated profitably 
through tight spending controls. 

The endowment grew to $267.5 
million through contributions and 


enhanced market performance. 


From Arctic Greenland to equatorial 
Africa to the southern tip of the 
South American continent, our 
scientists once again covered the 
globe. The Museum continued as an 
international leader in natural history, 
biodiversity studies, archaeology, 
evolution and conservation biology. 
Fiscal challenges were once again 
offset by important discoveries, 
successful fundraising efforts and 
major scientific advances. Our 
scientists secured 34 research grants 
worth more than $2.65 million from 
the National Science Foundation and 
other agencies and foundations to 
support basic research, collections care, 


and information dissemination. 


Field Museum scientists also produced 
over 250 scholarly publications 
ranging from articles in Science and 
Nature, to scholarly and popular books 
and monographs. Tens of thousands 

of important new specimens and 
artifacts were added to the collections, 
mostly through the fieldwork of 

our scientists. Among the newly 


collected specimens were many new 
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species of plants, animals and fungi. 
Our analytical capabilities deepened 
with the installation of a second mass 
spectrometer, more powerful scanning 
electron microscope and expanded 
DNA laboratories. 


We integrated our Environmental 
and Conservation Programs with our 
Center for Cultural Understanding 
and Change into a new Scientific 
Division — ECCo — Environment, 
Culture, and Conservation — that 
focuses the combined resources of 
anthropologists and biologists on 
protection of endangered tropical 
areas. As a result of our work, 

more than 35,000 square miles of 
spectacular Andean foothills and 
Amazonian lowlands are now being 
protected with deep involvement from 
local organizations, and indigenous 


peoples and national governments. 


We also made the final preparations 
for the largest move in the Museum’s 
| 12-year history: the relocation of 
millions of scientific objects into our 
massive new Collections Resource 
Center. This move will take us years 
to complete fully, but in the end will 


protect our irreplaceable treasures.

Work progressed on the permanent 
exhibitions Evolving Planet (to open in 
2006), The McCormick Tribune Halls of 
the Ancient Americas (2007) and an early 
childhood center supported by the 
Crown family (2007). We opened the 
Regenstein Laboratory, where visitors 
can watch conservators at work, 

and the new Elizabeth Hubert Malott 
Hall of Jades. 


More than 680,000 teachers, students 
and life-long learners participated in 
Museum programs. Our school group 
visitors exceeded 210,000 and our 
Field Ambassadors program grew to 
325 schools. 


We continued with our aspiration 
to provide the best possible visitor 
experience with emphasis on 
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MARSHALL FIELD 
Chairman, Board of Trustees 
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friendliness, responsiveness and service; 
maintenance of the 1921 structure to 
the highest standards; and attention to 
security for visitors and the collections. 
Our construction program moved 
towards conclusion. The refurbished 
James Simpson Theatre operated for 
the full year. The central heating and 
cooling plant provided significant 
energy efficiencies. The East Entrance 
neared completion. The Collections 
Resource Center, a 185,000 square 
foot expansion, was “closed in” from 
the elements and interior work made 
good progress. The new John G. Searle 
Herbarium saw the installation of the 
first stage of compactorized cases for 
plant specimens. 


Our program to rebuild The Field will 
total $176 million for construction, 
programming and addition to 
endowment. At the end of 2004, we 
had raised over $93 million.

ACHIEVEMENTS 


In the August 2004 issue of 

the prestigious journal Nature, Assistant 
Curator Peter Makovicky (Geology) 
and colleagues revealed dramatic new 


findings on growth patterns and lifespan of 
Tyrannosaurus rex. Our own Sue, the world’s 
largest T! rex, and a very old individual for 


the species, was 28 years old at death. 


MacArthur Curator Jonathan 

Haas (Anthropology) was the co-author 
of a Nature article on archaeological 
excavations along the Peruvian 

coast dating to more than 5,000 

years ago — representing the oldest 
civilization in the Andes. 
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Curator Michael Dillon (Botany) and 
Peruvian colleagues published the 
second in a series of books on 

the floristic diversity of northern Peru 
Bosque Montanos (Montane Forests), 
which illustrates over 190 species 
from 76 plant genera. 


Associate Curator Jennifer McElwain (Geology), 
described in the journal Geology a groundbreaking 
technique for assessing ancient land elevations by 
studying fossil leaves — thus aiding the study of 
evolution and global climate patterns. 


SSR i Z— Vice President and Head of Collections 
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and Research Lance Grande (also 
Curator in Geology) co-authored a 
monograph on fossil and living stingrays 
of the world; it describes new species, 
analyzes the evolutionary relationships of 
all rays and provides an example of how 
our curators do original, specimen-based 
evolutionary studies. 


Curators Chapurukha Kusimba and Bennet Bronson 
(both Anthropology), along with J. Clair Odland 

of the UCLA Fowler Museum of Cultural History, 
Los Angeles, published Unwrapping the Textile Traditions 
of Madagascar, which includes contributions from a 
number of experts on Malagasy textiles. 


Associate Curator Meenakshi Wadhwa and 
Isotope Geochemistry Lab Manager Philip 
Janney (both Geology) were co-authors 
with the University of Chicago’s Nicolas 
Dauphas ofa report in Science establishing 
the sedimentary origin of the Archean 
banded rocks from Greenland thought to 
contain the earliest signs of life. 


A Science article co-authored by Curator 
Olivier Rueppel (Geology) offered a 
possible solution to a 150-year-old mystery 
surrounding the function of the long 
necks of a group of Triassic reptiles known 
" as protorosaurs.

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THE NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION 


In 2004, Collections and Research secured over 


$2.65 million in new awards, bringing the total dollar 


amount of active research grants to $14.8 million. 


The National Science Foundation (NSF) remains one 


of our key sources of research support. The Museum 


maintains a consistently high ratio of successful proposals 
to total submissions — indeed, our success rate with NSF 


is among the best in the nation. Notable awards from the 


National Science Foundation in 2004 include: 
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$300,000 to Curator Michael Dillon from the 

Systematic Biology Program to support systematic 
and biogeographic studies of Nolana from the Atacama 
and Peruvian deserts. 


OTHER FOUNDATION SUPPORT 


Funding included: $99,984 from the 
“Recovering Iraq’s Past” initiative of 

the National Endowment for the 
Humanities for the “virtual” reunification 
of archeological collections from the 
5,000-year-old city of Kish, Iraq.

The Museum’s research 
horizons magnified with the 
welcome arrival in April of a 
new state-of-the-art Scanning 
Electron Microscope (SEM). 
The LEO EVO 60XVP 
Scanning Electron Microscope 
gives researchers the capacity 
to examine fine surface details 
of three-dimensional objects 

at magnifications up to 200,000 
times. The Museum also 
received a NSF-funded mass 
spectrometer for Anthropology, 
in addition to a unit already in 
Geology. The mass spectrometer 
facility in Anthropology 

is revolutionizing our under- 
standing of the development 

of past economic systems and 
ancient technologies through 
the analysis of the Museum’s 


archaeological collections. 
The Isotope Geochemistry 
Laboratory in Geology (the 
only facility of its kind in a 
U.S. museum) is refining our 
understanding of the early 
history of the Solar System by 
determining the timing 

of events such as planetary 
accretion and formation of 
planetary cores, mantles and 
crusts. The new SEM and 
mass spectrometer provide 

an exceptional capability for 
elemental analysis that is unique 
in Illinois and will be used 


extensively by outside researchers 
as well as Museum scientists.

Field Museum curators 
contribute to a broad range 

of formal education initiatives 
related to the Museum's 
scientific disciplines: teaching, 
awarding of undergraduate 
internships, supervision of 
graduate students, and capacity- 
building in other countries. 
Field Museum curators have 
strong ties with the University 
of Chicago (many through the 
Committee on Evolutionary 
Biology, now in its 36th year), 
the University of Illinois at 
Chicago and Northwestern 
University and represent a 
significant number of the 
adjunct faculty at those 
universities. In 2004, our 
Curators taught 12 courses 

at the University of Chicago, 
eight courses at the University 
of Illinois at Chicago and 
three courses at Northwestern 
University. In addition, our 
Scientists taught 18 courses at 
Institutions elsewhere, including 
Universities in China and 
Madagascar. 


Our curators and professional 
staff are also key contributors to 
the informal learning that goes 
on in our education programs 
and exhibitions. Virtually the 
entire curatorial staff of Geology 
has been working closely on 

the renovation of the Museum's 
prehistoric life halls, entitled 
Evolving Planet. Likewise, our 
Anthropology curators, 

with special expertise in the 
Americas, form an integral part 
of the team developing the new 
McCormick Tribune Halls of the 
Ancient Americas. 


On the temporary exhibition 
front, curators are providing 
expertise on the upcoming 
Gregor Mendel: Planting the 
Seeds of Genetics exhibition, and 
other projects in the pipeline 
will depend on the unique 
contributions of our scientific 
staff — a deep and authoritative 
foundation that few other 
museums have at their disposal.

In 2004, The Field Museum consolidated its commitment 

to science-based action by creating the Division of 
ENVIRONMENT, CULTURE AND CONSERVATION, or ECCO. 
Through ECCo’s two departments — Environmental and 
Conservation Programs (ECP) and Center for Cultural 
Understanding and Change (CCUC) — the Museum's 
century-strong collections, scientific expertise, and tradition of 
excellence in interpretive skills are brought directly to bear on 


practical conservation challenges in need of immediate action. 


In ECCo, a team of expert biologists, anthropologists and 
educators focuses entirely on translating science into action 


for conservation and improved quality of life through:

Evaluating areas for their biological value and potential. 
Mapping social assets and organizational strengths 

for conservation.

TRANSFORMING TRADITION: POTTERY FROM MATA ORTIZ JULY 1, 2005 - MAY 31, 2006 
Transforming Tradition presents works by contemporary artists from the town of Mata Ortiz, Mexico, who 
have rediscovered an artistic tradition of their ancient ancestors — the art of creating painted ceramic 
vessels. Also on view are vessels from 14" and 15" century Casas Grandes culture that inspired the 
modern-day revival and reinterpretation of this complex and delicate artistic tradition. 


POMPEII: STORIES FROM AN ERUPTION OCTOBER 22, 2005 - MARCH 26, 2006 

Pompeii: Stories from an Eruption uncovers the thriving society of the valley of Vesuvius and reconstructs 
the lives of those who were buried there when Mount Vesuvius erupted in AD 79. Visitors see over 

450 artifacts — including casts of the volcano’s victims, gorgeous room-size frescoes, mosaics, gold coins, 
precious jewelry, sculptures and a variety of household objects — and learn what happens when nature 
unleashes its volcanic power. 
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TUTANKHAMUN AND THE GOLDEN AGE OF THE PHARAOHS MAY 26, 2006 - JANUARY 1, 2007 
This new exhibition presents 50 exquisite artifacts excavated from King Tut’s tomb, including the young 
king’s royal diadem, or crown, and a gold and inlaid canopic coffinette that contained his mummified 
internal organs. The exhibition also features more than 70 artifacts from other royal tombs, including 

a gold funerary mask and sarcophagus of Tutankhamun’s ancestor Tjuya, as well as royal jewelry and 
furnishings. All of the artifacts in the exhibition are from 3,300 to 3,500 years old. 


GREGOR MENDEL: PLANTING THE SEEDS OF GENETICS SEPTEMBER 15, 2006 - APRIL 1, 2007 
This exhibition explores the life and work of the brilliant, 19"'-century friar who became the father 
of modern genetics. Visitors will recreate Mendel’s famous pea experiments to discover the laws of 
heredity for themselves and explore the basics of genetics. They will also trace Mendel’s influence on 
the rise of genetics and meet modern Mendels — scientists on the cutting edge of this field today. 


NEW PERMANENT EXHIBITIONS 
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PAWNEE EARTH LODGE 
The Pawnee Earth Lodge resumed its place as one of the Museum’s most popular exhibitions after being 
refurbished, enhanced and moved to a new location within the Native American halls. 


ELIZABETH HUBERT MALOTT HALL OF JADES 


This stunning new display of more than 450 exquisite jade objects from the Museum’s collections takes 
visitors on a walk through more than 5,000 years of Chinese history. The exhibition also explores jade 
mineralogy, how the stone is shaped and its significance in other cultures. New lighting and a powerful 
storyline engage visitors of all ages. 


REGENSTEIN CONSERVATION LABORATORY 


Located in the Museum’s Tiaveling the Pacific exhibition, the Regenstein Lab is both a working 
conservation and collections facility and an exhibition. Like the popular McDonald's Fossil Preparation 
Laboratory, Museum guests can now see conservators repair and preserve artifacts from our anthropology 
collections. The lab houses objects from the Pacific collections and from other parts of the world. 
Artifacts on display include figures from Papua New Guinea, New Zealand and the Marshall Islands. An 
interactive display further illuminates the process of preservation and collections management that goes 
on every day in the laboratories of our building. 
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PERMANENT EXHIBITIONS UNDER CONSTRUCTION 
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EVOLVING PLANET 

Evolving Planet will take visitors on an awe-inspiring stroll through four billion years of life on Earth, 
from single-celled organisms to towering dinosaurs and our extended human family. Unique fossils, 
animated videos, hands-on interactive displays and recreated sea- and landscapes will tell the compelling 
story of evolution — the single process that connects everything that’s ever lived on Earth. The Genius 
Hall of Dinosaurs will be expanded to include every major dinosaur group, an interactive, family-friendly 
“dino zone.” and a section on what we've learned about the Mesozoic world from Sue the T: rex. The 
exhibition will include nearly 1,300 specimens and have video “scientists stops” which will show visitors 
what Field Museum scientists are still uncovering about the past, present and future of life on Earth. 
Evolving Planet is scheduled to open in March 2006. 
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THE McCORMICK TRIBUNE HALLS OF THE ANCIENT AMERICAS 

Scheduled to open in 2007,The Field Museum’s groundbreaking new Halls of the Ancient Americas 

will use nearly 2,300 artifacts to tell the epic story of the human occupation of the Americas from the 
time of the first peoples to the present day. Ancient Americas will invite visitors to explore how and why 
cultures change, and will include evidence of the first hunters and gatherers, early settled agricultural 
villages and the extraordinary Inca and Aztec empires. 


THE CROWN FAMILY EARLY CHILDHOOD CENTER 


This new exhibition will provide engaging and informative hands-on learning experiences for young 
visitors aged two to six years old. The exhibition will offer a variety of hands-on learning opportunities 
focused around the Museum’s collections in a single location near the new East Entrance. The Crown 
family early childhood center is scheduled to open in 2007.
